Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
combination including the limitations of a valve operation mechanism with a valve operation 
cam and a driving cam, the driving cam having separate portions with sectional shapes having 
different center of axes, a damping portion of the valve operation cam, wherein a portion of the 
driving cam has a constant velocity portion provided over an angle of width of the opening time 
at the most advanced angle position and an opening time at the most retarded angle position, is 
not disclosed or rendered obvious over the art of record.

- Fujita et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication 2006/0207533) disclose a valve 
apparatus with a control arm having a ramp portion.
